YORK, Nov. 12—Posterity 
will have an opportunity to examine 
the typewritten manuscript and spec­ 
tacle case which Theodore Roosevelt 
carried in his pocket on the night 
when he was shot in Milwaukee in 
1912. Those articles are now in the 
possession of the Roosevelt Memorial 
Association, No. 1 Madison avenue, 
New York City, and will be kept for 
ill time as an evidence of Theodore 
Roosevelt’s 
courage and robust vi­ 
tality. 
It will be remembered that on the 
night when Colonel Roosevelt was shot 
he had on a heavy military overcoat 
and carried his spectacle case and the 
fifty-page manuscript of the speech 
which he was to deliver in his right- 
hand coat pocket. 
To this circum­ 
stance the Colonel undoubtedly owed 
his life, for the bullet, after penetrat­ 
ing 
th e heavy overcoat, 
plowed 
through the manuscript and spectacle 
case and imbedded itself in the Colo­ 
nel’s body just under the fourth rib- 
The man who shot him was John 
Flammang Schrank, an insane liquor 
dealer, who was later committed te 
the Hospital for the Insane at Osh­ 
kosh, Wis. After shooting the Colonel 
the. man was set upon by a mob, who 
would undoubtedly have killed him had 
it not been for the timely intervention 
of the man he had tried to assassinate. 
“Don’t hurt him!” shouted the Colone) 
W> the mob that was trying to get at 
the would-be assassin; “bring him to 
me.” Then, turning to the detective 
who had pounced upon Schrank, he 
said: “Officers, take charge of him 
and see that thgre is no violence done 
him.” -• 
Half an hour later the Colonel was 
delivering his famous speech in the 
Milwaukee' Auditorium, in which he 
said, “It takes more than one bullet to 
kill a Bull Moose.” The Colonel talk­ 
ed for an hbur and twenty minutes, 
with the bullet still in his body, before 
giving his. doctors an opportunity to 
examine iim.
